of so much interest to col- 

lectors as has been the series 

of Washington Bicentennial 
stamps. The ever growing interest 
in mint twentieth century issues has 
made these stamps popular and much 
sought for among all classes of col- 
lectors. The comparatively low face 
value for the beautiful set of 12 
stamps, the interest created by the 
many events of Washington Bicen- 
tennial Year and the rapidly growing 
interest in stamp collecting has caused 
this set to be studied and watched 
by collectors, more closely than has 
ever before been done by followers of 
the hobby. 


Whether it has been the great 
amount of study that has been given 
this set, that has brought to note so 
many little varieties of interest or 
whether it just happens that the 
methods of printing now in vogue are 
more productive of such varieties and 
when made are certain to be found 
by the eagle eyes of the millions of 
collectors, is a question that we can 
not attempt to answer. 

It is apparent, however, that the 
collector who is interested in these 
small varieties has had ample outlet 
for his enthusiasm. 

Then too, the plate number collector 
has been supplied with a new field for 


special effort and variety in the face! 


of the stamps is something that this 
man always welcomes with much ap- 
proval, for plates wear out and since 
all are usually used until worn out it 
makes little difference to this col- 
lector how many different kinds of 
stamps are issued.

Almost immediately after this | 
announcement, so we are informed, | 
six more plates for the 3c stamps | 
were prepared and sent to the presses. 
October 15 was then announced as the 
last date for which printings would 
be made in this issue. In the mean-| 
time an additional 6 plates for 3c 
stamps were prepared and these may | 
be used before the issue is finally dis- | 
continued.

What is a Buroprint 


The word has been adopted by the collec- 
tors of precancelled stamps, who generally 
speak of a Bureau or Buroprint as a stamp 
precancelled at the Bureau. 

Precancelled stamps were in limited use 
long before the Bureau began its work on 
them. Many have been precancelled with an 
electro or type setup in the cities where used, 
but the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
has for years been furnishing large cities 
with stamps precancelled in uniform type at 
the same time the stamps were printed. These 
are known as Buroprints or Bureau Precancels. 
What is a precancelled stamp? 

One with the name of the city and state 
printed over its face. These are furnished to 
firms using large quantities of package mail. 
The idea was thet it would save the P. O. 
the time of cancelling the stamps.

He admitted dis- 
posing of stamps taken from the Man- 
hattan Stamp Company office but de- 
nied that the fatal injuries were done 
by him and blamed his companion who 
has not been arrested as yet. Mr. 
Miller before his death told the detec- 
tives that one of the men who as- 
saulted him was named Atherton.

The Philatelic Magazine in- 
forms us that China is affixing 2¢ 
postage due stamps on all letters re- 
ceived by them from Manchukuo.

Qc Letter Rate Coming Back 





A recent news dispatch from Wash- 
ington stated that the Post office Sub- 
committee of the House investigating 
the postal service unanimously voted 
for restoration of the two-cent post- 
age rate on first-class mail. 

This action was taken in view of 
representations made to the subcom- 
mittee at its hearings, the falling off 
in the volume of first-class mail since 
the 3-cent rate went into effect July 
6, and the postmaster general’s re- 
cent public statement that the 2-cent 
rate should be restored as soon as 
the postal business warranted it. 

The committee now holding hear- 
ings on postal matters, will report to 
Congress at the December session.
